ey for the city than the cost of c a r ­ 
rying on the work.

readily be seen, but I am sorry that 
she h a s not been taken over by the 
city a n d made a public project.

RedffeltTs Humorist 
Secretary of Commerce Red field 
gave out 
a remarkable 
statement 
over at Washington the other day— 
remarkable for the humor it 
con­ 
tained. He explained with some show 
of wisdom that ill befitted the man 
who made a vaudeville show out of 
the Eastland investigation that at 
the close of the war European man­ 
ufacturers would flood this country 
with cheap goods, much to the dis­ 
advantage of American manufactur­ 
ers. 
He proposes “ethical” dealings 
with the foreign makers, but he is 
not fair 
enough to admit 
that the 
only way to deal with such a pos­ 
sibility, pregnant with so much harm 
for American manufacturers, is to 
erect a tariff wall that will keep the 
class of goods mentioned from com­ 
ing in contact with Americas- made 
goods and spoiling the market for 
them, thus closing down factories 
and throwing laboring men out of 
employment. 
Secretary Redfield prats away as 
follows: 
“To increase the tariff might seem 
to be the simplest and easiest way. 
but that merely resulted in American 
people paying more money for the 
product. 
This is unnecessary. 
We 
have all the machinery and a goodly 
number of laws to handle the situa 
tion on an ethical basis entirely. 
“For instance, it* it is seen that a 
movement is under way 
after the 
war i> over, to ship foreign good 
to thh country in great quantitie 
and sell them here at a price below 
which we can produce 
them, 
the 
movement can be checked. 
“At the present time no goods can 
be shipped here from any foreign 
country without a manifest signed 
by our consular agent in that coun­ 
try, approving the c a rg o . 
Tf foreign 
countries attempted to ^hip goods to 
the United States at a greatly 
re­ 
duced 
price our 
consular 
agents 
could demand tin* right to investig­ 
ate the m ean s of producing the com­ 
modity to see if the' manufacturer 
was selling at a lower price than lie 
should. 
If they are refused the right 
to make such an investigation the 
American consuls could then refu« 
to sign the manifests on the good- 
and the product could never leave 
the ports for the United State-. 
“There would be the chance, of 
course, that some goods might get 
by the 
viliganee of the 
American 
agents. 
To meet this situation, con­ 
gress could pass a law making 
it 
illegal for any 
one in the 
United 
State.- to buy or -ell good;- s h ip p e d 
into this country in the effort to un­ 
dersell American manufacturers.” 
A fine solution of the coming pro­ 
blem he offered! 
In other words he 
would «lam in jail 
the 
Americans 
who 
bought 
the European-made 
goods and expected to sell them here 
and thus injure the home manufac­ 
turer t 
He would involve this coun­ 
try in controversies 
with 
foreign 
powers that 
violate 
commercial 
tries and bring on international com­ 
plications simply to avoid admission 
of the fact that a protective tariff 
is the only sane solution of such a 
problem that will undoubtedly arise. 
The Democratic party— a minority 
party— came into power in 1912 on 
the promise that it would reduce the 
high cost of living and do nurnerou- 
other th i n g s that looked impossible. 
Rut now under 
Secretary Redfield’- 
announced plan, the American 
who 
bought foreign goods with the pur* 
pose of selling them 
here 
cheaper 
than home-made 
goods 
could 
be 
manufactured and thus 
reduce 
the 
high cost of living would get a jail 
sentence for his trouble. 
Secretary Redfield may not have 
known it, but he just put some sound 
ogic into the mouths of Republican 
campaigners.
